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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/22/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First of all, the provisional application of the Hoffman reference (60/185,131 filed 
2/25/2000) contains the same limitations in the specification as the previously cited 
claims of the Hoffman reference as shown in pg. 2, lines 8-22, pg. 15, lines 1-5, and pg. 
9, lines 1-10. Therefore, the Hoffman reference still qualifies as prior art. 

Second of all, the term "interpreted byte-code format" is a somewhat broad term 
that can simply mean information that contains bits. Therefore, the examiner simply 
referred to Table I of the Hoffman reference to show that the wireless information in the 
Hoffman reference contained bits, and therefore reading on the limitation of "interpreted 
byte-code format". 

In addition, the passage of pg. 9, lines 1-10 of the provisional application shows 
that the procedure of provisioning a cellular phone is an "automated" procedure, 
meaning that all that is done in the passage is done automatically, not manually. There 
is no limitation in the claim as it current stands that therefore shows that the above 
passage teaches "automatically executing the mobile station service provisioning 
program in the service provisioning file" and "automatically provisioning a mobile station 
without further interaction from a service operator" since the process of provisioning a 
new digital cellular telephone station and downloading certain data into the station is an 
automated procedure. 
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For the above reasons, the examiner stands by his rejection.
